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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
The receipt of preliminary amendment of 1 1/09/2005 is acknowledged. Claims 1-24 
have been canceled. Claims 25-32 have been added and are pending. 

Priority 

An application in which the benefits of an earlier application are desired must contain 
a specific reference to the earlier filed application(s) in the first sentence of the 
specification (37 CFR 1.78). This statement should be updated as to reflect the latest 
status of the priority application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

It appears from reading the specification that for anyone to practice the invention; they 
need to have an access to the CAV sample deposited at the ECACC accession no. 00020304, and 
00012608. For claims 25-32 deposit of the virus are required. 

Applicants deposit statements on pages 3, and 4 of the disclosure are acknowledged, 
however, the said statement does not indicate the extent of public availability. If the deposit is 
made under the terms of the Budapest Treaty, then an affidavit or declaration by the applicants, 
or a statement by an attorney of record over his or her signature and registration number, stating 
that the specific strains have been deposited under the Budapest Treaty and that the said 
strains will be irrevocably and without restriction or condition released to the public upon 
issuance of a patent, would satisfy the deposit requirement made herein. 
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Double Patenting 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of claim 
20 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,723,324 B2. This is a double patenting rejection. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection is 
appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined application 
claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined application 
claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., 
In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re 
Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 
619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned 
with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the 
scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 
3.73(b). 

Claims 25-32 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 5, 6, 7, 9, 1 1-13 of U.S. Patent No. 6,723,324 B2. 
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Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because they overlap in scope. In addition, the subject matter of the claims are so closely related 
that would incorporate overlap species and/or claim 1 of ,324 patent is so broadly drafted that 
would incorporate any and all species that may or may not be present in claim 25-32 of current 
application. 

Subject Matter Allowable over Prior art 
Claims 25-32 are deemed free of prior art, given failure of the prior art to teach or 
reasonably suggest the now claimed method. The closest art identified is by Schrier (U.S patent 
No. 5,728,569). 

No claims are allowed.
